6. The relative inactivity of the SC, in matters other than exchange 
delegations, ariees in part from the fact that CIA/ORR ie the only member 
accepting responsibility for the production of official cetimates on the 
Sind-Hoviet Bloc on a comprehensive contimaing basis. The 8C covers 
a@tvergent fields of specialization -- ferrous and nonferrous metals -~- and 
the substantive competence of many SC members is limited. As a matter of 
fact, besides CIA, the State representative is the only SC meniber with sub- 
staative competence in the field -- and, to the extent required, bilateral 
coordination te carried out regulerly. Some of the SC members have occasion 
to use the ORR estimates and the SC structure provides an opportunity for 
briefing these members on supporting methodology and data, as well se pro- 
viding a useful vehicle for interagency coordination of other activities in 
the 8 field. Anaual review of progress in filling recogaized Priority 
Deficiencies in Research (copy of vhich was attached to the SC anaual report) 
indicates the CIA/ORA predominance in Bloc research in this field. 


Te In 1955, @ “poll” of the & menbers ag to the value and usefulness 
of the work and of faults in the SC operation @ an indication that some 
mexbers felt there might be wider commmity interest and participation if 
the 8 mewbers koew more about whet waa needed and if the problems were dis- 
cusee@, more fully. It was recogaized that the SC wee a useful means of 
interagency coordination. No euch “across-the-board” evaluation of the work 
of the BC has been had since that time.

Wider emphasis might also be given to non-Bloc minerals and metais, particu- 
larly ag related to Bloc economle penetration of non-Bloc areaz and in 
eonnection with the proposed updating of EYC-R-5 now under EIC consideration.
